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Frequency: 45 cases; 1.5% of all crashes
Severity: 11% resulted in serious or fatal injuries

Description: At a controlled intersection, the
motorist ran a sign or signal.

Summary: In comparison to all crashes, this
crash was more likely to involve teen (age 15
to19) and young adult (age 20 to 24) bicyclists,
take place on multilane roads (4, 5, 6+ lanes),
and occur during conditions of darkness with
street lights.  

More than 70 percent occurred on roads with a
50 to 60 km/h speed limit.

Thirty four percent were hit & run.

This type of crash tended to be less severe than
the average.
